A prominent physician recently said: 


' 'Many cases of brides and bridegrooms 


in my professional experience came un- 
der my observation dying of typhoid fe- 
ver just after a wedding trip, which 
bad caused the early symptoms to be 
misunderstood and neglected. In one 
instance that camo under my observa- 
tion a healthy and vigorous young man, 
jnt,t returned from a bridal tour, died of 
typhoid f<jvcr iu Troy, bis sickness be- 
ing superinduced presumably by the fa- 
tigue and exposure incident to the jour- 
noy. 
It will thus bq seen that the med- 


ical aspect of r, bridal tour is sufficient- 
ly important and tho risk incurred suffl' 
cicntly great to cause tho wedded pair, 
if tlioy wish to be actuated by impulses 
of reason and prudence rather than, by 
the dictates of custom, to pause before 
they undergo tho trials of a wedding

"'Ihere is probably less known abont 


tho munufactnie ol load pencils than 
any other extensive manufacturing busi- 
ness," said John M. Ready of New 
York. "I say extensive business, for 
many people do not know that there la 
as much as $3,500,000 expended for 
lead pencils in the United Statea every 
year. 
All the machinery used in the 


production of lead pencils is a careful- 
ly guaidpd secret. It is not patented, 
bnt each c.ornpany has its own process, 
and very little is known of it hy out- 
siders. The general idea of the method 
of manufacture can he given. 
"The graphite, plumbago or black 


lead, whichever you may call it, cornea 
froui three places—India, Oeriuany and 
one part of the United States. The 
American lead is considered the meat 
pare, having about one third more car- 
bon and much less silica than the for- 
eign article. The plumhago as rained 
is Lrougbt to tho factory, when the sil- 
ica is sopaiated from thu graphite hy a 
8} stein similar to that employed in sep- 
arating Iree gold from o. •. It is cruth- 
ed into a fine powdur aj-,d then mixed 
with water, which flows over 'bnmpei 
tables.' Toe weight of the lead cause* 
it to collect on tho tables, and the silica 
nml baser materials flow off with the 
VWK r 
The lead is then taken and'mix- 


rcl uita tlay m a t> oitrr. 


"Tho clay is tided as a temper to the 


Irati. 
The moro clay tisod tl'o harder 


tho load becomes, as when the mixture 
is baked tha heat affects the clay, hard- 
ening it, while it has no effect upon the 
graphite. 
The mixture is then placed 


in a hydraulic press, which forces it ont 
like n black twine. 
This is run upon 


tables, where it is cut in lengths of 7 
inches, the length of a regular lead pen- 
cil, and straightened. It is then placed 
in the ovens. I hare seen a continuous 
piece ot this mixture of clay and graph- 
ite a mile long come from the press. 
The pieces of lead are taken from the 
oven and placed in the wood, which la 
made in two pieces, then cemented to- 
gether. 
There is a peculiar fact about 


cedar, the wood most suitable for pen- 
cils. 
The farther south yon go to ob- 


tain the wood the less knots yon find anfl 
the less pitch in the wood. As yon 
come north the amount of pitch In- 
creases, and the grain of the wood be- 
acmes Irregular."—Pittsbnrg Dispatcn.

GOLDBCGS. 


The true inwardness of the " Chicago 


committee for the promotion of inter- 
national bimetallism," of which the 
gold bug press had bo much favorable 
comment, is now being exposed. It is 
an offshoot of a Boston association of 
like character, which already boasts of 
what it has accomplished in creating 
dissension among the real advocates of 
free coinage. The Chicago Associa- 
tion is composed of such men as 
Medil' of the Tribune and Lawson of 
the Newi, both advocates of the gold 
standard, and as virulent in their op- 
position to free coinage as the New 
Vork Tnbune or Pout 


Two years ago, before the Presiden- 


tial election, much stress was laid upon 
the Brussel's Monetary Conference by 
silver-plated goldbags. They told the 
people that before Harrison's term ex- 
pired free coinage would be established 
by international agreement, and that 
the silver question would no longer be 
a factor in politics. After the ejection 
nothing was he.ii-a - f the conference, 
except that it actjc...riied without re- 
sult. Now the clec< ptive method is to 
be tried again, to fool tho people in the 
coming Cougressiou -1 elections. Sher- 
man, 
Gorman, Lo ige, Voorhees and 


other Senators, who never had a word 
of encouragement lor any silver con- 
ference in the United States, tele- 
graphed their conirratulations to the 
London Bimetallic Conference. That 
was enough to cau<-o every honest ad- 
vocate of silver ren.onetization to look 
with suspicion on (lie London gather- 
ing. 
It now trans) ires that Sherman 


and his associate goldbugs in the Sen- 
ate knew what they were about. The 
Londoners favor silver coinage at the 
ratio of SOtol; so there ia really no 
difference between them and American 
goldbugs of the Sh'-rman type. 


As Representative Bryan of Nebraska 


says, if the financial policy of the Ad- 
ministration is the policy of the Demo- 
cratic party, there is no necessity for 
maintaining a Democratic organization, 
because there is no difference between 
it and the Kepublicun party, and as the 
Eepublicans have followed that policy 
longer than the Democrats, they are 
better qualified to maintain it. 


The Republicans voted for the Ad- 


ministration bill tu repeal the Bullion 
Purchase act, and % oted to sustain the 
President's veto of the Bland Seignior- 
age bill, proving that there is no differ- 
ence between Shorman, Reed & Co., 
and Cleveland, Carlisle & Co., except on 
tariff schedules, and that those who 
support either wii.g of the combina- 
tion cannot be sincere, unless they are 
idiotic, in their advocacy of free coin- 
age. 


THIS WOOL MAUKKT. 


The sales of wool in the Boston 


Pt last week 
were 
1,732,400 


po^uiib domestic uud 653,000 pounds 
foreign, against 1,861,000 pounds do- 
mestic and 102,000 pounds foreign for 
the corresponding week of 1893. The 
receipts were 12,080 bales domestic and 
1,076 foreign, against 7,160 bales do- 
mestic and '1,753 b.iles foreign for the 
same week last year. 


The shrinkage in receipts from Jan- 


uary 1st to May 18, 1894, as compared 
with the coiresponding period of 1893, 
is 25,194 bales domestic and 74,208 bales 
foreign and the shunkage in sales is 
2,500,000 pounds domestic and 9,034,- 
000 pounds foreign 


The sales of last M oek were swollen 


out of their normal proportions by the 
delivery of 500,000 pounds of carpet 
wool by the Boston consignees and 
300,000 pounds of washed and un- 
washed fleeces by i\ western holder. 
Ohio wool clean sells at fifty cents per 
pound. 


As the 
sales 
for 1894 up 
to 


May 18th are less by 2,500,000 bales do- 
mestic and 9,084,000 bales foreign than 
for the same time ln~t year, it is clearly 
evident that the people are wearing old 
clothes, or shoddy new on < . 
The 


tariff on wool was tho same in i893 that 
it is to-day, yet tho receipts oi' foreign 
wool this year up t« last Saturday are 
74,288 bales less than last year, and the 
receipts of domestic wool at Boston 
25,194 bales less thau last year. 


Carpet wool seems to be about all 


that is imported at the present time. 
Under the McKinley law the duty on 
this wool is fifty per cent, ad valorem 
BO that if the value of the wool is six 
cents per pound the duty would be 
three cents per pound. It has been 
buspected by wool growers that much 
of the so-called carpet Jwool imported 
is used in the manufacture of cloth. 


A CANVASS of Randall's Army of In- 


dustrials shows thr.t a large majority 
of them were Republicans and that oat 
of the 700 men composing the regiment 
ten voted the Pop ilist ticket in 1890. 
This being the case, it is suggested that 
a sort of fellow-feeling should oblige 
the Republican 
newspapers, which

HE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION 
ers of Washoe County, State of Nevada 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTIOK 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner, of agent of any owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person what 
ever any room or house to be kept or usec 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of ill-fame or resort for prostitutioi 
anywhere within the corporation limits o 
th» town of Keno, Nevada, except in that 
portion of said town east and south of th« 
fire limits, in Block Y, as now established 
and the lands sonth of First Street, north o 
the Truckee river, and east of the fire limit: 
as now established. 


SEC. 2. Any person violating Section ono 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
nuisnnce and upon conviction thereof sl'al 
bo fined in any sum not greater than ftvt 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned in the 
county jail of Washoe county for not exceed 
ing oix months, or by both such fine and im

The Chairman of the 
School Board 


Answers "Taxpayer." 


EDITOE OF THE JOURNAL:—May I tres- 


pass on your space to reply to " Tax- 
payer's" letter in your issue of this 
morning ? 


The exact and immediate require- 


ments of Reno School District are at 
least two additional 
school rooms 


owned by the citizens. 


At the present time the Trustees are 


renting one room; at the commence- 
ment of next term it is estimated that 
at least one other mast be procured 
to meet the requirements of our ever- 
increasing 
school 
population, 
the 


growth of which has been over seventy- 
flvo in the last year, and it is certain to 
ba equally great the coming year, mak- 
ing our school enrollment, before the 
end of next year, 640, requiring at least 
three additional teachers and four 
rooms in addition to what we now own. 


This is the situation we will have to 


face in one year from now, which is as 
early aa a proper building can be 
erected. 


If the old Iliverside building was 


sold (and the proceeds used to furnish 
the new building; we would have seven 
rooms in the new building filled as 
soon aa completed, about September 
1st, 1895. 


The renting of school buildings 


permanently is, I am convinced, a mis- 
take. All school structures should be 
the property of the district, but as 
they cannot be erected on the instant, 
Trubtees have to rent until the tax- 
payers permit them to provide more 
suitable quarters. 


The School Trustees, as the servants 


of the people, are naturally in a better 
position to know the requirements of 
the situation. They say to the citizens 
of this district, we want your permis- 
sion to buy a block of land for $5,000, 
for which we can pay without taxing 
you one cent. . 


We shall ask your permission to 


apply to the next Legislature for power 
:o issue bonds to build a good sub- 
stantial building capable of serving 
the wants of the people of the district 
for years to come. This expense will 
not be felt by the citizens of the district 
because the payments will be so graded 
as to be a featherweight on the taxa- 
ble property of the district. Suppose( 
:or instance, our- citizens sanctioned 
the building of a $30,000 school house, 
and we get power to issue bonds for 
;hat amount for, say twenty years; the 
e.';peut,e for the first five years will be 
;he interest on that amount at, say five 
per cent. Then let the bonds be re- 
deemed at the rate of $2,000 per year 
or fifteen years—the whole thing is 
paid and the district ojvns a building 
;hat will last for all time. Thus the 
expense is not borne by the present 
generation alone, but will be extended 
o those who to-day are reaping the 
seneflts of our present liberal eduoa- 
lonal policy. 


In conclusion I will state that at the 


:ime 
it was decided to purchase a site 


provided the people would sanction it) 
t jvas the unanimous judgment of the 
ull board that it was better to do this 
han to add to the present building. 
?irst, because the addition would only 
provide for the wants of the district for 
a year or two, and 


Secondly, because there was not 


surplus money enough in the school 
fund to make the addition and furnish 
it without a special tax upon the peo- 
ple right now, which was deemed in- 
advisable.

The Emi-th's Temperature. 


One of the most learned of modern 


geologists, Sir William Thomson, bat 
express6^ the opinion that for the last 
t>6,000,000 years the rate of increase of 
the earth's temperature under ground 
has gradually diminished from, about 
one-tenth to about one-fiftieth of a de- 
gree F. per foot The present argument, 
however, as to the date of the consolida- 
tion of the earth, based on the assump- 
tion that the earth is simply, a cooling 
scloLo, is met with serious objections, 
oue of the most forcible being that aa 
the solidification of the earth probably 
began from the middle and spread to 
the surface it is not only possible but 
likely that after a firm crust had been 
formed the upper portion still retained 
some degree of viscosity. If, then, the 
interior be viscous, some tidal oscilla- 
tions must take place in it, and these 
being subject to friction heat must be 
generated in, the viscous portion, and 
the diurnal rotation of the earth must 
be retarded. According to the supposi 
tion of an eminent scientist—viz, that 
it is only those strata which are 
within some hundreds of miles of the 
surface which are viscous, while the 
central portion is ' rigid—then, when 
tidal friction does its work, the some 
amount of heat is generated as on the 
hypothesis of the viscosity of the entire 
planet, but instead of being distributed 
throughout the whole mass, and princi 
pally toward the middle, it is now to bo 
found in the more superficial layers. • 
New York Sun.

The Duties of a Party Whip.

patronage secretary, it is an astonishing 
fact that gentlemen of birth and social 
position can be found to fill the post 
The junior whips' duties are not only 
onerous, but irksome.

Three different proof sheets 
were sent him, it being understood that 
If the last proof was not returned to the 
office within half an hour the form could 
be struck off.

Some Fast and Prospective Experiments ol 


the Electrician Hlkols> Testa. 


Mr. T. O. Martin, editor of The Elec- 


trical Engineer, writing on the work of 
the Servian-American electrician, Nik- 
ola Testa, says: 


Mr. Tesla has advanced- the opinion 


and Boatained it by brilliant experi- 
ments of startling beauty and grandem 
that light and heat are produced by 
electrostatic forces acting between 
charged molecules or atoms. Perfect- 
ing a generator that would give him 
currents of several thousand alterna- 
tions per second and inventing hia dis- 
raptiVe discharge coil, be has created 
electrostatic conditions that have al- 
ready modified not a few of the accepted 
notions about electricity. 


It has been supposed that ordinary 


currents of 1,000 or 2,000 volts poten- 
tial would surely kill, bat Mr. Tesla 
has been seen receiving through hia 
hands currents at a potential of more 
than 200,000 volts, vibrating a million 
times per second and manifesting them- 
selves in dazzling streams of light. This 
is not a mere totir de force, but illus- 
trates the principle that while currents 
of lower trequency destroy life these 
are harmless. After such a striking 
test, which, by the way, no one has 
displayed a hurried inclination to re- 
peat, Mr. Tesla 's body and clothing 
have continued for some time to emit 
fine glimmers, or halos, of splintered 
light. In fact, an actual flame is pro- 
duced by this agitation of electrostat- 
ically charged molecules, and the curi- 
ous spectacle can be seen of puissant, 
white, ethereal flames that do not con- 
i.urne anything, bursting from the enda 
of an induction coil as though it were 
the bush on holy ground, 


With such vibrations as can be main- 


tained hv a potential of 3,000,000 vo'ts 
Mr. Tesla expects some day to envelop 
himself in a complete sheet of lambent 
fire that will learn him quite uninjur- 
ed. Such currents as he now uses would, 
bo says, keep a naked man warm at the 
north pole, ami (heir use in therapeutics 
is but one of the practical possibilities 
that has been talsen up. — Century. 


Arteelnn Wells In Soutb Dakota. 


Mr. Duncan McFarlane of South Da- 


kota was talking of the great artesian 
wells fed, it is supposed, by snow from 
the Eoclnes, following the porous sand- 
stone at a depth of from 800 to 1,500 
feet below the surface of the ground, and 
told many interesting stories. He in- 
stanced one ca«e of a town's having 
bored for water, and after hard work 
having secured a well from which the 
water would hardly rise to the surface. 
One Sunday, though, the well broke 
loose, anu as the water flowed away un- 
der the snow its course could be marked 
by the steam rialng into the air. Tho 
water made its way to a farm a few 
miles from town and there settled. The 
owner came post haste to town, and 
consulting a lawyer was told that he 
had a first rate basis for damages. 


The suit was instituted. The snow 


^appeared, the water bad been con- 
trolled finally by the town, and the 
faiin remained a great mudbank. Tho 
farmer was almost in despair, but final- 
ly decided to put in a crop anyhow. 
Hot weather came, and the country suf- 
fered for rain. That mudbank contain- 
ed a sufficient deposit of moisture, and 
the crop wao in fine condition.

The great prize in the Spanish Na- 


tional lottery was won by a butcher at 
Saragossa, who seems to have borne hia 
stroke of fortune in a very proper spirit. 
His total gain would have amounted to 
nbout $350,000 had he taken tho whole 
risk himself, but he had split up his 
ticket among a couple of hundred part- 
ners in varying proportions, so that his 
own share is not so considerable. How- 
ever, he generously gave $400 to the 
official who paid the money, and $200 
to a blind man who shouted out the 
lucky number at the door of the office, 
his next care being to distribute meat 
gratis to everybody living in his quar- 
ter of the town. Not a few stories are 
told in the Spanish papers as to the ef- 
fect on different individuals of this sud- 
den bit of luck.
